instnnco revolvers In order to disperse 
the mob. 


A serious fight took place a t C anal and 
Madison strpctg, adjoining the passenger 
depot of the ‘Pennsylvania railroad* 
A 
wagon of nn express com pany, although 
protected by a 
policeman 
and 
deputy 
sheriff, wns attacked by a larg e 'Crowd. 
The policem an displayed lì}» revolver, b u t 
the crowd, paying no atten tio n to him, 
rushed 
at 
th e wagon and seizing the 
wheels attem p ted to overturn It. 
A riot 
call brought a large force of officers, who 
dispersed the crowd and arrested forty 
of the m ost activ e lit th e disturbance, 


The w orst fight In the lum ber district 
occurred "'at 
T ^enty-se^ond 
stre e t and 
Ashland avenue, where a crowd had all 
m orning hurled stones and clubs a t every 
passing 
wngOYi. 
Finally a w agon on 
which Police Officer Bngonskl w as a pas- 
sèn g ercam o along and th e mob greeted It 
w ith the usual volley of stones. 
They 
also th reaten ed to attack the driv er and 
the situation w as so serious th a t the of­ 
ficer draw ing Ills revolver fired six shotrf 
at the crow d, which broke and > fled in 
wild confusion. 
None, of the bullets lilt 
anybody.

D uring th e ocltem ent a w est bound 
T hirty-fifth street trolley, car going a t 
full speed stru ck a'h e a v ily loaded truck 
belonging to F itzp atrick B rothers, Joseph 
Lappfn and A ugust Tifoiilsky, who were 
on the truck, w ere throw n to tho ground 
arid 
suffered* severe - IriternfUl 
injuries. 
Tho entire fro n t of the oar w ns sm ashed 
and although It tw ns filled w ltli passeng­ 
er« none w as injured. 


NO ACTION TA K EN . 


A t a m eeting of the associated building 
trad es to. night, at which tw enty-nine 
trades affiliated w ith the building Indus­ 
tries w ere represented, it,w as decided that 
no action will b’e taken which will tend to 
d rag the building trades Into the team ­ 
sters*, strike. 
This action on tho part of 
the building trades will go fa r tow ard re­ 
strictin g the strike to Its presen t lim its, 
as it m eans th a t m em bers of tho build­ 
ing trad es unions will w ork w ith m a­ 
terials Irrespective of the fa c t th at they 
are hauled in wagons driven by nonunion 
team sters. 


It wns decided a t the m eeting to w ith­ 
draw' all th e financial and 'm oral support 
th a t the building trades unions Have been 
giving 
the 
team sters th u s fa r In the 
strike. 
T his m eans a Irtss to (he team ­ 
sters of ?1.000 a week wliich they have re­ 
ceived from the building trades unions. 


RIOTING. 


S trike riots begun in the neighborhood 
of tho lum ber district n t T hirty-fourth 
and M organ streets. T w enty lum ber and 
shaving w agons guarde by fo rty police 
’w ere attack ed by four hundred strike 
sym pathizers^ w ith 
bricks 
and 
stones. 
Police drew revolvers and charged the 
crowd, whleh fled. No a rre sts w ere made. 
A t T h irty fourth street nearby police on 
guard \Vcrn forced to take refugo Inside 
of buildings. 
S trike sym pathizers arnfl>d 
w ith a ir rifles from behind lum ber piles 
¿lid buildings -fired Interm ittently a t offl- 
cers, a num ber of whom were, struck. 


T his afternoon rioting broke out a t 
’M adison and Canal streets. An Am erican 
express w agon containing policeman and 
driver w as stopped by a mob of five hun­ 
dred, who attem pted to upset the vehicle. 
T hree patrol wagons of officers answered 
the, rio t call, charged and dispersed the 
crowd and m ade num erous arrests. 


Vigorous enforcem ent of th e police order 
to clear out saloons In 'th e lum ber'district 
and m ovem ent of considerable lum ber 
u n iier'g u ard to day hroujfftN out several 
riotous disturbances. 
S hots w ere fired 
and m any a rre sts m ade, 
M avoi Dunne, 
however, a fter a review of the situation 
said the condition did not w arra n t a call 
for soldiers.
